Last Sunday thieves broke several 
windows in the cast end of thp.ncw 
wing of the Currie Gym, causing 
about $3S damages to the windows. 
The five broken window.? and a 
broken window frame were dis- 
covered in I'ho kitchen of the new 
cafeteria at 4 p.m. on Sunday after- 
noon.. 

The robbery itself took place in 
the plenum room, which is .ilso the 
contrnclor'.s office. U i.s believed by 
the carclakcr that il wius the tools 
th.nt the thieves were after since 
more valuable things which were 
lying around were left untouched. 

Mr. Johnston said ' I believe this 
to be the work of mlschevious juve- 
niles; it i.s definitely not tlie work 
of professionals." The police were 
called In at eight o'clock on Monday 
morning and are at present working 
on the case.

Federal Aid 
Sought for 
Education 




Higher education should lie con 
siderrd as a national problem of 
vital interest to ail Canadians, ae 
cordlne to Dr. F. Cyril James. 

"If Ihc services of Canadian uni- 
versities extend beyond the borders 
of the province . in which' they arc 
situated, as Is the case today, the 
welfare of 'those universities," he 
.said, "should not be diminished by 
iocnl f.ictors that affect the rev- 
enues of a particular province and 
the income of Its citizens," Dr. 
James said. 

"Prlvaic gencroslly, provincial 
fcupport and national financial aid 
are all esscndal lo the future de- 
velopmenl of higher education In 
Canada." ^ 

Institution of a national scholar- 
ship scheme, along the lines advo- 
cated by the National Conference 
of Canadian Universities, under 
which thousands of scholarships 
would be available / each year to 
take the ablest of high school gradu- 
ates on to the university, was ad- 
vocated by Dr. James. 

"If that is not done." he pointed 
out, "Canada will continue to 
waste a good deal of its native 
talent because. It ' one may take 
McGill as an example, there were 
last year only 210 scholarships 
available in contrast lo the total 
of 4.07.3 noM-vclcrans and, even if 
we add bursaries lo scholafshipj. 
financial assistance was available 
to less than one-eighth of our 
civilian' undergraduates. 

It should,- moreover be pointed 
out that a very small portion of 
this one-eighth received as scholar- 
ships or bursaries an amount suf- 
ficient to p.iy full tuition fees, let 
alone the supplementary costs of 
board and lodging. 

Dr. James pointed out thai 73.7 
per cenl'.of students attending uni- 
Tcbltlcs- in the .United Kingdom 
receive scholar.<!hips or bursaries 
from the national cxehet|uer. 

Dr. James added that in Aus- 
tralia, tlic total amount of bursaries 
and scholarships even cover some

Foundation Gives 
Surgical Grantè 
To Further Work 

Toronto, Ont.— (CUP)— Gradujte 
work In surgery al the University 
gLj ff wonto ^ol a big boost when 
PrSlScnT' Sidney Smith announced 
a gift of $25,000 last week from the 
James Franceshlnl Foundation. Vof 
this amount the President announc- 
ed 522,500 will be used to form the 
nucleus of the William Edward 
Gallic Trust Fund for graduate 
work in surgery. 

The remainfng $2,1500 will help 
pay for the publcation of the 
Gailie Volume of Essays on Sur- 
gery. Both projects are In honor 
of Dr. W. E. Gailie. professor 
emeritus of surgery and former 
dean of the Faculty of Medicine at 
the University of Toronto. 

The interest from the trust 
fund, Dr. Smith said, will be- used 
for fellowships or grants recom- 
mended by the head of the de- 
partment of surgery, "Post-gradu- 
ate work in the field of surgery of 
the University of Toronto is re- 
nowned throughout the world," hî 
fald. "and Dr. Gallic added im- 
measurably to its prestige. It is 
our desire to maintain and in- 
crease lite standards of that train- 
ing." 



Dr. James Scores 
Low Salaries of Staff 

"Only 10 members of the Uni 
vcrsity staff teaching and admin 
Istrative, receive a total salary 
from all sources of more than $8,000 
a year," Principal James pointed 
out in his annual report. His state 
mcnl dealing with the inadequacy 
of salaries at the university en- 
larged on the statement. 

"Out of the full-time leaching 
staff, numbering 337, there are 
many who tiavc achieved wide- 
spread reputation for their scholar- 
ship, scientific research and teach- 
ing ability, but only 69 of them 
receive salaries In excess of $5,000 

Of the 83 associated professors, 
one-half receive $4,000 a year or 
less. Of the 85 assistant professors 
one-half receive an annual salary 
of $3,230 or less, and the typical 
lecturer receives ç'J.ôOO a year. 

When we turn lo the nwi-teach- 
ing staff, the secretaries, technici- 
ans and others who contribute so 
much to the world of the university, 
we find that more than half of them 
are receiving annual wages of lc« 
than $1.5.50. 

"These facts, of themselves, indi- 
cate the need for larger revenues 
if McGill is to retain the services 
of the outstanding members of lis 
staff." 



A deficit of $284,700 was shown 
in the annual report submitted by 
'i)r. James (o Ills Excellency Vis- 
count Alexander, who as Gover- 
nor-General, Is "VisKer of McGill" 
by (he unlverally's Royal Chart- 
er. The total expenses for 19<9- 
50 uere $7,293,808. The report 
was released yeslerday. 
Tha amount of all endowments 
received totalled $54,060.596. $17, 
010,292 of this went directly for use 
for university « grounds, buildings 
and equipment, ' listed at their ac- 
quired, not replaceable value. 

Of the $7,2U3.n0B-$4.65O,00O was 
spent on educational facilities for 
undergraduate and graduate stud- 
ents. The remainder, amounting to 
approximately $1,150,000 was spent 
on the operation of residences and 
dining halls for students. 

Another $70,000, received for the 
purpose, was spent on research In- 
vestigation of many kinds and the 
remaining $588,372 represented ex- 
penditures in connection with hos- 
pital operations of the university's 
Neurological Institute. 

In a review of the, rinancial op- 
erations of (he university, Dr. 
Jamr.s stated, "we can expect (he 
hospllai operations of the Mont- 
réal Neurological ln»(l(u(e. (he 
many research Invesdgadons car- 
ried on wKhIn (he univers|ty, and 
the opcradon of our residences 
and dining rooms will be self-sup- 
pordng in (he ru(ure,"

MacDougall Says: 

Canadian Students, ThruISS, 
Can Retard Communism in Asia 



"Canadian University students 
have the power to retard the spread 
of Communism in Southeast Asia." 
That was the statement by Bill 
MacDougall in a talk to the E.U.S. 
Speaker's Forum yesterday in the 
Engineering Building. MacDougall 
returned recently from an Inter- 
national Students Service confer- 
ence held this summer in India, 
and while there he had an oppor- 
tunity for seeing the problems ot 
the area al dose hand, and lo find 
out what was being done about 
them. 

"The most important problem 
from our point of view is what 
stand is gôlnE .to be taken by the 
countries ot South East Asia In the 
conflict between Russia and the 
West," he said. "These countries 
want lo remain completely neutral. 
Having just emerged from centuries 
of domination by the west, they 
have no wish to return to their 
former state,. On the other hand 
the thought of Russian dictatorship 
is Just as repulsive. ° 

"Instead they are concerned with 
their own' problems, which are so 
tremendous that they can't even 
begin lo be realized by anyone who 
Is not on the scene. Thé problems 
are economical, political, and ethi- 
cal, and the only general solution 
Ls to be found in education. As 90%- 
of the country is illiterate ,thls 
means that most of the burden falls 
on the Universities. 

"With the spread of knowledge, 
the people of the country are be- 
coming aware that the rest of the 
world does not live at' such a low 
standard as themselves, and arc 
thus becoming unsatisfied with 
their lot. Their choice Is between 
the real, but vague, advantages of- 
fered by Western democracy, and 
the concretc^Bdvantagcs claimed 
by the Communists. 

"As it is from the Universities 
that the answer to this problem 
will come, it is essential that the 
students of the area be convinced 
that the democratic way is the 
best, here 11 Is that ISS helps. The 
students ot India, and her- neigh- 
bours are Just as destitute as (ho 
people of the country. 



Through relief work being car- 
ried on by ISS these students are 
becoming convinced (hat (he West- 
ern countries have a real' concern 
for their welfare. Fifty per rent of 
next year's ISS budget has been 
allocated to this task, 

Canadian contributions to the 
service have made a tremendous Im* 
piession on these sludcnU. Supplies 
oi engineering instrument, medical 
goods, and other essential of educa- 
tion sent from this country to India 
have shown the Indians that wo 
mean to heip, and they are doing 
their full share to help in the Job 
as much as possible."

fall at 4.63 inches was not far short 
of twice the 2.50-Inch average. It 
fell chiefly from four cyclonic 
storms. 



"On the 4th, forfexample, 1.88 
inches of rain and 2.7'"lriche8 of 
snow, making In all 2.22 Inches of 
precipitation, fell over Montreal 
from a storm that moved northeast, 
wards from Kentucky." A quick 
glance through the official records 
showed this to be the heaviest rain- 
fall on any, one day in 1950; the 
heaviest snowfall since late last 
March. Dr. Hare commented that it 
was onc'of the four or five heaviest 
prcclpllallons thai the Observatory 
has ever recorded. 

November was "a remarkably 
mild monlh" and (he, mean (emper- 
a(ure of 38.6 exceeded (he 76-ycar 
average by almost five degrees. 
The mildness was especially notable 
at nights, it was noted, for the 
mean daily ininimum temperature 
exceeded the average by 5.3 de-

Affiliation With 
WS Upheld By 
British Students

(he Varsity and The Daily)— Decis 
ion by the British National Union 
of Students (BNUS) last week to 
retain its affiliation with the (Com 
munist) International Union of 
Students (lUS) has resulted in the 
resignation of BNUS President 
Stan Jenklns and several members 
of the BNUS executive. 

Jenkins walked from the plat 
form at the November council 
meeting following the vote. 

Jenkins was persuaded to retain 
the post as "caretaker president" 
pending the result of a national 
referendum to be held on the ques- 
tion on Dee. 7, 8 and 9. The BNUS 
représentatives \o the lUS Congress 
at Prague last summer, which in- 
cluded Jenkins, recommended that 
the BNUS disaffiliate with lUS. 
The Scottish Union, jil a.council 
meeting hèld last SundaK^Nov. 26, 
decided lo retain formaf affiliation 
with the lUS. The feeling among 
many; British students seems to be 
an atllltide' of "Let's keep the only 
door to eastern Europe open." In- 
formed opinion, however, feels this 
attitude is impractical; that co- 
operation should be limited to prac- 
tical matters like student exchanges 
and travel, and thot affiliation 
should be discontinued. 

The BritlsH National Union of 
Students Is also considering con- 
tributing to International Student 
Relief, the lUS relief organization, 
as well as International Student 
Service. Decisions on this matter, 
however, will be taken up by the 
individual universities.

Kierkegaard's Philosophy

It Is 
an Introductory paper on the 
Danish philosopher Kierkegaard.

Dr. McKlnnon began by referring 
to Kicrkcgiiard as a brilliant arid 
critical member of a very prosper- 
ous middle-class family In the city 
|of Copcnlia^icn in the first half of 
tlic nineteenth century. He then

insisted, "facts" of Kierkegaard's 
life— the strange character of his 
tatiier, the breaking of his engage 
ment to Régine Olsen, the "affair 
of the Corsair" and the "attack 
upon 'Christendom.'" These to 
gethcr with all of the other facts of 
Kierkegaard's life he insisted must 
be interpreted in the manner' in 
which Kierkegaard himself inter- 
preted' thicm. Indeed, he said, the 
concern of Kierkegaard was to 
come to a proper understanding of 
the life of man, to reach a human 
as opposed to a merely intellectual 
understanding of human life. 
Kierkegaard's jcase against the "his- 
torical ^ dctcfminlsts,'' the psycho- 
logists and the ''literary genetic- 
ists" was then presented' and, in 
substances. It was held that these 
and all such were essentially mo- 
tivated by an' analytical resent- 
ment against real persops— agajnst 



personal reality a.s opposed to that 
much profaned word "personality." 

Next was considered the "author- 
ship" itself. The distinction was 
made between the "early author- 
ship"— the pseudonymous aesthetic 
and philosophical works— and the 

later authorship"— the apparently 
non-pseudonymous and direct 
Christian wotlisi Two of the es- 
sential aspeclir of the "early au- 
thorship," the speaker said, were 
Its pseudonymous presentation and 
Its employment of "Indirect com- 
munication." These, he Insisted, 
were but two sides of the same 
coin: they must be treated in their 
essential interconnection. When, 
as in such interpretations as those 
of Lowrle this connection i.s di.^- 
rcgurded, the problem of the 
pseudonymous resolves Itself Into 
a merely psychological riddle. 
Kierkegaard's real' problem, Dr 
McKlnnon Insisted, was the over- 
coming not of a "personal Intro- 
version" but of a "social extrover- 
sion," It was that of establishing 
communication in an age in which 
man had ceased to be man. 

The next subject to be consider- 
ed was that of the various "cxis 
tence-spheres" or stages. These 
Were essentially three In number: 
the • aesthetic, the ethical and ' the 
religious. It was insisted, however, 
that it was possible and even ncces 
cary to differentiate within the re 
ligious sphere between the Socra- 
tic religion of Immanence and the 
Christian religion of transcendence. 
The "leap" of which Kterkegard 
speaks was explained as the means 
by which we pass from one of these 
stage to that which follows it, from 
the aesthetic to the ethical, for ex- 
ampl^^^ 

ThcM^agcs are the steps which 
one takes on his way to humanity. 
Humanity may even be construed

Wc doubt If any production of 
this play would bo really succcoi- 
ful, as the play itself is ba.slcally 
a poor one. Comedy, tragedy, satire, 
philosophy ...all arc Introduced in 
this story of man's history. It. Is 
just OS well that Wilder provides 
an occ.isional explanation by one of 
his characters, as the audience, 
like Sabina, is inclined to feci that 
they don't know what it is all about. 

Once In a while a glimpse into 
the history of man Is given, and 
last night's cast put this acrojs very 
well, particularly When Mr. Anlro- 
bus returns from war and says "I've 
lost it — the desire to tfcgin again." 
The dialogue is, for the most part, 
fantastic and muddled: in spite of 
this, the cast's attempt to clear up 
the confusion Is admirable. 

Fine Individual Performances 
George Loukldcs gave a very 
tine performance as Mr. Antrobus 
— wc might even say that it was he 
who held the play together. He 
offered us— as he did as Engstrand 
in "Ghostfi" last year— ii memorable 
performance. His role horo was an 
impressive one, and he played U 
with a dignity that endowed it with 
its rightful signtficHncc. 

The complex part of Sabina, the 
maid, was well taken by Barbara 
WitUov, who covered the range 
from solemnity to scrcamiiis n-.cin 
drama remarkably well. Her asides 



to the audience remarking on the 
play Itself were effective. 

Madeleine Bird showed excellent 
stage presence in her role of the 
fortune teller, especially when she 
held the audience alone In a con- 
siderably long monologue In the 
second net. She had a tendency to 
underplay her part. 

The Antrobus children, played by 
Kcntictli Itoscnburg and Etta Bin- 
der, seemed stcrcotyjicd at first, but 
later developed into convincing 
characters with the aid of the un- 
derstanding of the actors. 

Claire Corbell failed to create a 
living stage personality in Mrs. 
.\ntrobus. Her acting was almost 
consistently wooden. We feel that, 
a more vibrant person could havt 
orfcrcd a more sincere representa- 
tion of this character, as the part 
called for more projection. 

The many minor roles were 
adc(|uately performed by the rest 
of the cast. 

Certainly Director Elmer Hall 
deserves credit for attempting so 
difficult a stage production as "The 
Skin of our Teeth." 

The set for Acts One and Three 
was adcfiuaic. hut the second act 
set could have been better. The 
slides of "News Events" were effec- 
tive, accompanied by a fine comen- 
talor, Arthur Wienlhal. The light- 
ing, difficult in this play, was not 
very efficient, and the Front of 
House slipped up by not seating 
late-comers at the back.

implications of the Renaissance: to 
appreciate the uneasiness which led 
Descartes to insist upon his cri- 
terion of "clear and distinct ideas," 
as well as the inherently rationalist 
motivation working within the Ger- 
man Itomantlc movement. If, as 
seemed most likely, Carlcsianism 
could be represented as the thesis 
and Romanticism as the antithesis 
of the Renaissance, it followed that 
Hegel was, to use his own termin- 
ology, its synthesis. His philosophy 
was the Intellectual, as opposed to 
the artistic which we have in Ito- 
manticism). Expression of aesthc 
ticism Hegelianlsm Is a philosophy 
qualitatively different from either 
of those from which It developed 
This was itself suggested by the fact 
that Hegel's unlvcrsiil or phlloso 
phical reason was derived from 
Hamann's faith (which he had op 
posed to reason In the Cartesian 
sense) -and, more immediately, 
from Jacobi's reason (which, he 
like Kant, he had opposed to un- 
derstanding). 

This "reason" which is so critical 
in Hegel's philosophy Is.not, Kicrkc 
gaard says, reason at all. It is ra- 
ther reason which has sold itself 
in the service of man's revolt 
against God and his own true des- 
tiny. Ideally, reason is not a pas- 
sion, but it has. In its opposition 
to parsion, become Itself a passion. 
Reason, as this term is used in He 
gel, Kierkegaard identifies with 
man In revolt. 

Dr. McKinnon concluded by In 
sisting -thill the critical distinction 
is not between those who profess 
to believe in reason and those who 
do not profess to believe in it, but 
rather between those who merely 
theoretically champion reason and 



upon Us powers. Neither Kierke- 
gaard nor his own carefully for- 
mulated category of "the absurd" 
stands in opposition to . reason. 
Kierkegaard conceived himself and 
is only to be conceived as a "cor- 
recllve" to the age in which he 
lived, and as such he set himself 
against "reason" In the sense in 
which Hegel had employed' that 
term. But (and this Is the critical 
point)' it was upon the basis of rea- 
son, ot obedient reason, of reason 
which seeks only to be reason and 
not a carefully guiscd instrument 
for self-assertion, that he attacked 
Hegel's "reason,"

Foundation Gives 
Surgical Grants 
To Further Work 

Toronto, Onl.— (CUP)— Graduate 
work in surgery at the University 
of Toronto got a big boost when 
President Sidney Smith announced 
a gift ot $25,000 last week from the 
James Franccshini Foundation,,, Ot 
this amount the President anhouhc- 
cd $22,500 will be used to form the 
nucleus of the William Edward 
Caille Trust, Fund for graduate 
work in surgery. 

The remaining $2,500 will help 
pay for the publcatlon ot the 
Gallle Volume of Essays on Sur- 
gery. Both projects arc in honor 
of Dr. W. E. Gallic, professor 
emeritus of surgery and former 
dean of the Faculty of Medicine at 
the University of Toronto. 

The interest from Ihe trust 
fund, Dr. Smith said, will be- used 
for feliovyships or grants recom- 
mended by the head ot the de- 
partment of surgery, "Post-gradu- 
ate woric in the field of surgery uf 
the Unlvcr.sity of Torcnto is re- 
nowned throughout the world," he 
said, "and Dr. Gallic added im- 
measurably to its prestige. It Is 
our. desire, to maintain and in- 
crease the standards ot that train- 
ing." 



Dr. James Scores 
Low Salaries of Staff 

"Only 10 members of the Uni 
vcrslty staff teaching and admin- 
istrative, receive a total salary 
from all sources of more than $8.000 
a year," Principal James pointed 
out in his annual report. His state 
ment dealing with the Inadequacy 
of salaries at the university en- 
larged on the statement. 

"Out ot the full-time teaching 
staff, numbering 337, there are 
many who tiave achieved wide- 
spread reputation tor their scholar- 
ship, scientific research and teach- 
ing ability, but only GO of them 
receive salaries in excess ot $5,000 
a year. 

"Of Ihc 83 associate professors, 
one-half receive $4,000 a year or 
less. Of the 85 assistant professors 
one-hair receive an annual salary 
of $3.230 or less, and the typical 
lecturer receives $2,500 a year. 

When we turn to the ncii-tcach- 
Ing staff, the secretaries, technici- 
ans and others who contribute so 
much to the world of the university, 
we find that more than half of them 
arc receiving annual wages of less 
than $1,550. 

"These facts, of themselves, indi- 
cnlc the need for larger revenues 
if McGill is to retain the services 
of the outstanding members ot its 
staff." 



A deficit of $284,700 was shown 
in the annual report submitted by 
'i)r. James to His Excellency Vis- 
count Alexander, ..who as Gover- 
nor-General, is "Visiter of MeGlll" 
by the university's Royal Chart- 
er. The total expenses for lOt!)- 
SO were $7,293,808. The report 
was released yesterday. 
Tha amount of all endowments 
received totalled $54,000,590, $17. 
019,202 of this went directly for use 
for tinivcrsity 'grounds, buildings 
and equipment, listed at their ac- 
quired, not replaceable value. 

Ot the $7,293,808-$4,630,000 was 
spent on' cdticatlonai facilities for 
undergraduate and graduate stud- 
ents. The remnindcr, amounting to 
approximalely $1,1.V).000 was spent 
on the operation ot residences and 
dining halls tor students. 

Another $70,000, received for the 
purpose, was spent on research in- 
vcsllgation of many kinds and the 
remaining $506,372 represented ex- 
penditures In connection with hos- 
pital operations of the university's 
Neurological Institute; 

In a review of the financial op- 
eralions of the unlvmlty, Dr. 
James stated, "we can expect the 
hospital operations of the Mont- 
real Neurological ln»tUute. the 
many research investigations car- 
ried on within the universjty, and 
the operation ot our residences 
and dining rooms will be selt-sup- 
porling In Ihe future."

MacDougall Says: 

Canadian Students, Thru ISS, 
Can Retard Communism in Asia 



"Canadian University students 
have the power to retard the spread 
of Communism in Southeast Asia." 
That was the statement by Bill 
MacDougall in a talk to the E.U.S, 
Speaker's Forum yesterday in the 
Engineering Building, MacDougall 
returned recently from an Inter- 
national Students Service confer- 
ence held this summer in India, 
and while there he had nn oppor- 
tunity for seeing the problems of 
the area at close hand, and to find 
out what was being done about 
them. 

"The most Important problem 
from our point of view is what 
stand is going to be taken by the 
countries ot South East Asia in the 
conflict between Russia and the 
West," he said. "These countries 
want to remain completely neutral. 
Having just emerged from centuries 
of domination by the west, they 
have no wish to return to their 
former state,. On the other hand 
the thought of Russian dictatorship 
is just as repulsive 

"Instead they are concerned with 
their own* problems, which are so 
tremendous that they can't even 
begin to be realized by anyone who 
Is not on the scene. The problems 
are economical, political, and ethi- 
cal, and the only general solution 
is to be found in e<iucalion. As 90% 
of the country is illiterate .this 
means that most of the burden falls 
on the Universities. 

"With the spread of knowledge, 
the people of the country are be- 
coming aware that the rest of the 
world does not live at such a low 
standard as themselves, and are 
thus becoming unsatisfied with 
their lot. Their choice is between 
the real, but vague, advantages of- 
fered by Western democracy, and 
the conerete^sdvantagcs claimed 
by the' Communists. 

"As it is from the Universities 
that the answer to this problem 
will come, it is essential that the 
students of the area be convinced 
that the democratic way is the 
best, here it is that ISS helps. The 
students ot India; and her- neigh- 
bours are just as destitute as the 
people ot the country. 



Through relief work being car- 
ried on by ISS these students are 
becoming convinced that the West- 
ern countries have a real concern 
for their welfare. Fifty per rent of 
next year's ISS budget has been 
allocated to this task. 

Canadian contributions to tiic 
service have made a tremendous im* 
picssion on these students. Supplies 
of engineering lnstrument.s. medical 
goods, and other c.=.sciiilal of educa- 
tion .sent from this country to India 
have shown the Indians that we 
mean to help, and they are doing 
their full share to help in the Job 
as much as possible,"

In the official statement, on ,thc 
subject. Dr. Hai^c said: "The'con- 
spicuous feature of the month was 
the high cloudincu and heavy rain- 
fall. Bright sunshine occurred for 
only 46 hours, as against a 76-year 
normal of 71 hours. There were 
twelve entirely sunless days.,' Rain- 
tall at 4.63 inches was not far short 
of twice the 2.50-inch average. It 
fell chiefly from four cyclonic 
storms. 

"On the 4lh, for example, 1.88 
inches ot rain and 2.7 Inches of 
snow, making in all 2.22 inches of 
precipitation, fell over Montreal 
from a storm that moved northeast- 
wards from Kentucky." A quick 
glance through the official records 
showed this to be the heaviest rain- 
fall on any one day in 1030; the 
heaviest snowfall since late last 
.March. Dr. Hare commented that it 
was one of the four or five heaviest 
precipitations that the Observatory 
has ever recorded. 

November was "a remarkably 
mild month" and the, mean temper- 
ature of 38.6 exceeded the 76-year 
average by almost five degrees. 
The mildness was especially notable 
at nights, it was noted, for the 
mean dally minimum temperature 
exceeded the average by 5.3 de-

Affairs Minister Pearson said in 
Ottawa the danger, of a third 
world war in the Immediate fu- 
ture has increased and that "Rus- 
sia may consider Its best oppor- 
tunity wilt be In the months 
ahead" before Western rearma- 
ment become "Increasingly Im- 
portant" In 1951. 

Canadian Government spokes- 
men warned In Ottawa that Can- 
adians would face more, direct 
taxation in 1951 to meet soaring 
defence costs. Prime Minister St. 
Laurent, said the Govcrlunent. 
would have "no option but to 
impose direct taxes to a degree 
commensurate with the gravity 
of the situation. 

In New York, Britain, France, 
the U.S. and three other coun- 
tries formally requested the veto- 
proof U.N.. General Assembly to 
sit In Judgment on China's ag- 
gression In Korea.

She sought out 
the songs that had been created 
out ot the struggles of the workers 
and farmers for a better life. While 
In London, Faigie was asked to sing 
at the Unity Theatre.

Affiliation With 
WS Upheld By 
British Students

London, Eng., Dec. 4.— (Special to 
the Varsity and The Daily)— Decls 
ion by the British National Union 
ot Students (BNUS) last week to 
retain its affiliation with the (Com- 
munist) International Union of 
Students (lUS) has resulted in the 
resignation of BNUS President 
Stan Jenkins and several members 
ot thé BNUS executive. 

Jenkins walked from the plat- 
form nt the November council 
meeting following the vole. 

Jenkins was persuaded to retain 
the post as "caretaker president" 
pending tlie result ot a national 
referendum to be held on the ques- 
tion on Dec. 7, 8 and 9. The BNUS 
represenUtives tn the lUS Congress 
at Prague last summer, which in- 
cluded Jenkins, recommended that 
the BNUS disaffiliate with lUS. 

The Scottish Union, at a council 
meeting held last Sunday, Nov. 26, 
decided to retain formaf affiliation 
with the lUS. The feeling among 
many/ British students seems to be 
in attitude of "Let's keep the only 
door to eastern Europe open." In- 
formed opinion, however, feels this 
attitude is impractical; that co- 
operation should be limited to' prac- 
tical matters like student exchanges 
and travel, and that affiliation 
should be discontinued. 

The British National Union of 
Students is also considering con- 
tributing to International Student 
Relief, the lUS relief nrganizatiun. 
as well as International Sturipnl 
Service. Decisions on this matter, 
however, will be taken up by the 
individual universities.

insisted, "facts" of Kierkegaard's 
life— the strange character of his 
father, the breaking of lils engage- 
ment to Régine Olsen, the "affair 
of the Corsair" and the "attack 
upon 'Christendom.'" These tO' 
gether with all of the other facts of 
Kierkegaard's life he insisted must 
be interpreted in the manner* in 
which Kierkegaard himself inter 
preted them. Indeed, he said, the 
concern of Kierkegaard was to 
come to a proper understanding ot 
the life of man; to reach a human 
as opposed to a merely intellectual 
understanding of human life. 
Kierkegaard's case against the "his- 
torical determinists," the psycho- 
logists and the ''literary genetic- 
ists" was then presented, and, in 
substances, it was held thiat these 
and all such were essentially mo- 
tivated by an analytical resent- 
ment against real persons— against 



personal reality as opposed to that 
much profaned word "personality." 

Next was considered the "author 
ship" Itself. The distinction was 
made between the "early author 
ship"— the pseudonymous aesthetic 
and philosophical works— and the 
"later authorship"— the apparently 
non-pseudonymous and direct 
Christian works. Two of the es 
scntini aspects of the "early au 
thorshlp." the speaker said, were 
its pFoudonymous presentation and 
its employment of ••indirect com 
munication." These, he insisted, 
were but two sides of the same 
coin: they must be treated in their 
essential interconnection. Wlien, 
as in such intcrprclallons as those 
of Lowric this connection is di.'- 
regurded, the problem of the 
pseudonymous resolves . itself into 
a merely psychological riddle, 
Kierkegaard's real problem. Dr, 
McKlnnon insisted, was the over- 
coming not of a "personal intro- 
version" but of a "social extrover- 
sion," it was that of establishing 
communication in an age in which 
man had ceased to be man. 

The next subject to be consider- 
ed was that of tlie various "exiS' 
tcnce-sphcres" or stages. These 
Were essentially three in number: 
the •acslhctic, the ethical and the 
religious. It was insisted, however, 
that it was possible and even ncccs- 
cary to differentiate within the re 
ligious sphere between the Socra 
tic religion of immanence and the 
Christian religion of transcendence. 
The '•leap" of which Kicrkcgard 
speaks was explained as the means 
by which wc pass from one of these 
stage to that which follows it, from 
the aesthetic to the ethical, for ex 
ample. 

These stages are the steps which 
one takes on his way to humanity. 
Humanity may even be construed

We doubt if any production of 
this play would be really success- 
ful, as the play Itself Is basically 
a poor one. Comedy, tragedy, satire, 
philosophy... all arc introduced In 
this story of man's history. It, is 
just as well that Wilder provides 
an occasional explanation by one of 
his characters, as the audience, 
like Sabina, is nielined to feel thot 
they don't know what it is ail obout. 

Once in a while a glimpse into 
the history of man is given, and 
last night's cast put this across very 
well, particularly When Mr. Anlro- 
bus returns from war and says "I've 
lost it — the dciirc to ITegin again." 
The dialogue is, for Ihc most part, 
fantastic and muddled; in .spite of 
this, the cast's attempt to clear up 
the confusion is admirable. 

rinc Individual Performances 
George Loukides gave a very 
fine performance as Mr. Antrubus 
— wc might even say that it was he 
who held the play together. He 
offered us— as he did as Engslrand 
In "Gliosis" last year— a memorable 
performance. His role here was an 
impressive one, and lie played it 
with a dignity that endowed it with 
its rightful significance. 

The complex part of Sabina, the 
maid, wa.s well liiken by I3iirl)ara 
Witkov. who lovcrcci the range 
present the entire afternoon at the! from .solemnity lo scrcaniins nieln- 
Falr with her guitar. idrama remarkably well. Her asides 



to the audience remarking on the 
play itself were effective. 

Madeleine Bird showed excellent 
stage presence in her role ot the 
fortune teller, especially when 'she 
held the audience alone in a con- 
siderably long monologue in the 
second act. She had a tendency to 
underplay her part. 

The Antrobus children, played by 
Kenneth Roscnburg and Etta Bin- 
der, seemed stereotyped at first, but 
later developed into convincing 
characters with the aid of the un- 
derstanding of the actors. 

Claire Corbcii failed to create a 
living stage personality in Mrs. 
.^ntrobu.s. Mnr acting was almost 
consistently wooden. We feel that 
a more vibrant person could have 
offered a more sincere representa- 
tion of this character, as the part 
called for more projection. 

The many minor roles were 
adc<iuatcly performed by the rest 
ot the cast. ' , ' 

Certainly Director Elmer;' Hall 
deserves credit for attempting so 
difficult a stage production as "The 
Skin of our Teeth." 

The set for Acts One and Three 
was adetiualc, but the second act 
-set could have been better. The 
slides of "News Events" were effec- 
tive, accompanied by a fine comcn- 
tator. Arthur Wlenthal. The light- 
ing, difficult in this play, was not 
very efficient, and the Front o( 
House slipped up by not seating 
late-comers at the back.

situated oppo.'iitc the Chemistry 
Building, for example, I5 well over 
100 years of age. Not only Is It the 
oldest tree on the campus, but it 
Is one ot the oldest trees in the 
histpriéajj^eéords of the Canadian 
Shadc^Treê^ Company. James Me 
Gill himself h recorded lo liavc 
either planted or prcscrvtd the elm 
in 1836, 

Tho Maple is not distlneuishcd 
botanlcally, either. The Ghinko 
tree has set the record for rare 
specimens of trees at McGill. In 
the past few years, trees planted 
at Convocation have vied with one 
another for botanical Interest; a 
Japanese walnut, a pyrimidal birch, 
a ycllowwood tulip, and a red oak 
havo appeared. 

Why, llicn, should the felling of 
one mere Manitoba Maple disturb 
us? Well, it seems rather sad that 
a tree that should be enjoying a 
lusty middle-age should have with- 
ered like an old reprobate whose 
pleasures were enjoyed too quickly 
and tooxfrcqucntly. The Maple 
flourished too (.-i.st In tho rich soil 
near the Engineering Building. Of 
the 05 trccâ on llic campus ex 
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part-time students, and in .<lew 
Zealand, any qualified student can 
receive 'free opportunities. 

As to the situation In Canada, Dr. 
James noted that "we have not yet 
takch steps on a national scale to 
offer comparable opportunities to 
all young .Canadians although as 
the Prime Minjstcr has splendidly 
pointed odt, 70ung men and wo- 
men arc the most valuable natural 
resource that Canada possesses." 

In the specific case of McGill, 
although the peak of veteran enrol- 
ment was passed In 1040, 24 per 
cent of the full-time students in 
attendance during the past session 
were in receipt of Department of 
Veteran Affairs benefits.

through these stages— from llght- 
heartcdness, through seriousness to 
maturity.— and to the correspond- 
ing develoumcnt in the history of 
the race. . 

From Klerkcsaard's point ot 
view, Hegel wa.s the first philoso- 
pher truly to under.<land all of the 



implications of the Renaissance: to 
appreciate 'the uneasiness which led 
Descartes to Insist upon his cri- 
terion of "clear and distinct ideas," 
as well as the Inherently ratidnalist 
motivation working within the Ger- 
man Romantic movement. If, as 
seemed most likely, Cartcsianism 
could be represented as the thesis 
and Romanticism as the antithesis 
of the Renaissance, it fojlowed that 
Hegel was, to use his own termin- 
ology, its synthesis. His philosophy 
was the intellectual, ns oppcscd to 
the artistic which we have in no- 
manticism). Expression of acsthc- 
tlclsm Hegellanism is a philosophy 
quailtatlvely diffqrent from cither 
of those from which it developed. 
This was Itself suggested by the fact 
that Hegel's universal or philoso- 
phical reason was derived fi'om 
Hnmann's faith (which ho had op- 
posed to reason In the Cartesian 
sense) -and, more immediately, 
from Jacobi's reason (which, h'e 
like Kant, he had opposed to un- 
derstanding). 

This "reason" which Is so critical 
in Hegel's philosophy is, not, Kierke- 
gaard says, reason at all. It is ra- 
ther reason which has sold Itself 
In the service of man's revolt 
against God and hl.s own true des- 
tiny. Ideally, reason Is not a pas- 
sion, but it has, in its opposition 
to passion, become itself a passion. 
Reason, as this term Is used In He- 
gel, Kierkegaard identifies with 
man in revolt. 

Dr. McKinnon concluded by In- 
sisting 'that the critical distinction 
is not between those who profes» 
to believe in reason and those who 
do not profess to. believe in it, but 
rather between those who merely 
theoretically champion reason and 
those who in actual practice depend 



upon its powers. Neither Kierke- 
gaard nor his own carefully for- 
mulated category of "the absurd" 
stands in opposition to . reason, 
Kierkegaard conceived himself and 
is only to be conceived as a "cor- 
rective" to the age in whieh he 
lived, and as such he set himself 
against "reason" in the sense in 
which Hegel had employed that 
term. But (and this is the critical 
point)' it was upon the basU of rea- 
son, of obedient reason, of reason 
which seeks only to be rcison and 
not a carefully giii.scd instrument 
for self-assertion, that he attacked 
Hegel's "reason,"
